ENGLAND'S BIG BATTLESHIP. 


Commonwealth Largest 
Ever 
Con- 


structed in World's History. 


The great British battleship Com- 


monwealth, the largest that has ever 
been constructed in the history of the 
world, was launched a few days ago 
•.vith imposing ceremonies at Govan. 
near Glasgow. 
The Commonwealth 


;s one of three battleships of the first 
"lass authorized in 1902, the others 
being the Dominion and the Hindus- 
tan, the names of the trio being a 
compliment to England's three fore- 
most colonial possessions, Australia. 
Canada and India. 


The Fairfield Shipbuilding and En- 


gineering company are the builders 
of the Commonwealth, and theirs is 
the proud distinction of having brok- 
en all records in point of time in 
battleship construction, the concern 
having received from the admiralty 
the contract to build the vessel early 
in 1902. 
Queen Alexandra 
had in- 


tended to christen the new ship, but 
when the launching time drew near 
she had to decline, owing to the great 
number qf cjourt engagements she 
had to fulfill.

Forward of the citadel 


formed by the armor and by the 
athwartship armored bulkheads, the 
water-line is protected by three-inch 
plates forward and two-inch aft. In- 
stead of being, as is the usual case, 
in casemates, the quick-firing guna

which is sponsoned out at the large 
arc of training forward and abaft the 
beam. The four twelve-inch guns are 
mounted fore and aft and are inclosed

?uns. Besides the rapid-fire, twelve-

shire on 21st July, 1716, made a grant 
to Thomas Westbrcok to 
keep the 


only public house by himself or an 
other at the Plains to the Town ol 
Portsmouth, in consideration that the 
said Westbrook should lay 
cut six 


acres of land at said Plains for an 
accommodation of 
drawing up the 


militia of the town or province. 
"Westbrook to enable him to do this 
made an agreement with Henry Sher- 
burne whereby he sold one half jaf his 
privileges to run a public house, for 
three acres of land and other con- 
siderations. 


"Later on Joseph Akerman deeded 


an acre of land at the Plains to the 
city free from restrictions which was 
afterwards added to the training field. 
I will have a further report to make 
at your next meeting."

Evidently two sides of the Plains 


belong to the city of Portsmouth, but 
as to the body of the land and the 
other side or sides, it nfoy take some 
heavy lawyers to finally - settle title 
thereto. 


There appears to be no record of 


transfer from the Province or State 
to the town of Portsmouth. An act 
of the Legislature granting the land 
to the city would probably be the 
least expensive way to settle the mat- 
ter.

dwellers In tbe west to being drawn , 
more and more to the wonderful island I 
empire of the mikado. Thirty years . 
ago tbe idea of war being declared by . 
Japan against any one of the so called j 
Christian nations would have been re- 
ceived with ridicule. The vast strides I 


toward the goal of European civiliza- 
tion which Japan haa made since the 
opening of the then isolated country by 
Commodore Perry, and especially the 
showing of tbe Japanese armies in the 
war with China and the more recent 
invasion of the Flowery Kingdom by 
1he allied powers, have changed the 
world's opinion, and if war with Rus- 
sia does come the betting will not be 
all upon tbe soldiers of the czar. 


No race in the history of the world 


has made such progress in snch a short 
time as has the Japanese. Tbe popu- 
larity of foreign Innovations bas been 
so great, in fact, that there bas been 
danger of a reaction. Many travelers 
have lamented that with this modern- 
ization of Japan the country is losing 
its unique beauty and the people its 
individuality. Still, with all the up 
to dateness of the court and the up- 
per classes, the commonalty has re- 
tained most of the customs of its an- 
cestors. Many of the great families, 
too, cling to the old regime, and the 
searcher after the picturesque will find 
no lack of it here. 


Tokyo contains a million and a ho If 


of persons, who are so courteous that a 
punster has declared they must live on 
"manners sent from heaven," aud most 
of them are to be found in the streets 
at all hours of the day. They sit out- 
side their houses when their work ts 
clone, and, weather permitting, they 
usually have the fronts of their houses 
off, 
letting the street come iu. The 


houses are only apologies for houses 
anyway. Some of them cost no more 
than .$5. 
In building his house the 


Japanese follows out the national tra- 
dition of doing everything upside 
down, i He builds the roof first. 


The foreigner at once notices the ab- 


sence of horses in the streets. They 
have a few here, but they look mor<> 
like bears than horses. The beasts of 
burden of Japan are men. One may 
see a stone street roller drawn by a 
hundred coolies, and on the hand carts 
which take the place of wagons are 
carried all sorts of things from hay to 
pianos. 


There is always a rickshaw bobbins 


around with a man running ahead of 
the human horse with a horn to warn 
pedestrians to get out of the way. 


The middle of the road is devoted to 


children playing battledoor and shut- 
tlecock and skipping ropes. They look 
like animated dolls. Little girls while 
they play carry on their backs their 
small brothers or sisters and hardly 
seem to notice the incumbrances. On 
the housetops are older people flying 
kites, on theiStrings of which the un- 
wnry passer is likely to get hanged, as 
the housetops are about as high as 
one's neck. 


The sides of the streets are lined 


with stalls of pipe menders and sellers 
of articles of little cost. The Japanese 
who makes toys out of dough is very 
popular, as is also the children's cook- 
ing stall. For a piece of copper with a 
hole in the center the Japanese infant 
obtains the privilege of cooking a piece 
of dough at this stall and of burning 
its fingers to its heart's content. 


The front of a temple is easily rec- 


ognized by'the row of shoes and san- 
dals outside. A Jap takes off his foot- 
wear instead of his hnt when he en- 
ters a holy place, probably for the rea- 
son that he seldom wears a hat. When 
a hat is necessary the poor Japanese 
thatches himself with straw.

land decided to take up his abode in 
Princeton everybody was surprised— 
that is, everybody who had not boon to 
Princeton.

ticularly fortunate in its remoteness 
from the madding crowd.

The ex-president's home is an unpre- 


tentious structure of colonial style, 
built for him about three years ngo. 
It is what is- known as a "plaster 
house," a frame building plastered in- 
side and out. It has t%vo floors, in both 
of which are very wide latticed win 
dows. The front portico is colonnaded 
with two square plaster columns anil 
four round wooded columns, giving 
the entrance an imposing aspect. On 
the left side of the house is a colon- 
naded porte cocbere. The root, cov- 
ered with bright red tiles, is n distin- 
guishing feature which can be seen 
from a great distance. A driveway 
cun es from the street through n large 
and well kept lawn dotted with trees. 


The interior of the house is quite as 


simple .is the exterior. Mr. Cleveland 
is not a hard man to see. A man in 
plain clothes ushers the visitor into n 
modest reception room furnished with- 
out ostentation and possessing the in- 
evitable rubber plant of tbe country 
residence. 


Mr. Cleveland reached liis sixty-sixth 


birthday on March 20 Inst, but his eye 
is as bright and his step as firm as 
when he left Washington. He is somo- 
wlmt loss corpulent, and the outdoor 
life he has lived for tbe past six years 
has given him the ruddy hue of hen 
1th. 


His daily life is thnt of the retired 


statesman and country gentleman com- 
bined. He seldom breakfasts later than 
8 and during the forenoon attends t« 
l:is correspondence, which is very 
heavy. Most of his lettors arc from 
admirers who want his opinion on the 
matters uppermost in the public mind. 
It is reported that the ex-president is 
writing his memoirs, but if 'he is he 
will probably not permit their {publica- 
tion within his lifetime. 


After lunch Mr, Cleveland orders n 


surrey and drives out to his chicken 
farm, where he has a line outfit for 
the hatching and rearing of fancy fowl. 


The evenings the ex-president de- 


votes to rending nnd to the society of 
his family, fo which he is deeply at- 
tached. Another evening diversion 1« 
billiards, in which Mr. Cleveland dis- 
plays considerable skill.

tain largely, but they give n few din- 
ners, and Mrs. Cleveland has a day at 
home on which nil callers are welcome.

Emerson has been very thoroughly 
sized up" in the last month—and the 
world probably is less fit to estimate 
him, consequently, than it -was be- 
fore. In the multitude of appraisers 
there is confusion. Preachers, writ- 
ers, philosophers have been 
giving 


their opinions of Emerson as a seer, 
as a poet, as a logician, and so on, 
but none of them seem inclined to 
treat of him as a humorist. Whereas

The grim satire on land ownership 


contained in his poem "Hamatreya,"

If I try to make anything myself it al- 
ways looks so very bad that I hate the 
sight of it ever after. So when I saw 
this dainty little person sewing on a 
satin coal I sat and watched the oper- 
ation with exceeding interest. 
The 


coat was so nearly done that I can 
give a description of it. 


It is shaped like that in the illustra- 


tion, but it is not quite so long. The 
material is extremely rich and heavy 
black satin brocaded with sparse dots, 
also black. The sleeves are puffed out 
below the elbow and held into cuffs 
•with lace. The fronts are turned back 
in stole shape, and down the edges are 
rows of black and white silk fancy 
braid in small scallops. The braid is 
duplicated* in straight lines without 
the scallops on the edge and is wrought 
into artistic designs of leaf and stem, 
while the flowers are made by sewing 
the scalloped braid into rosettes. 
Around the neck is a cape collar of the 
satin, to the edge of which is sewed n 
row of rich, knotted silk fringe. Above 
this is laid a superb collar of old point 
lace, rendered still more effective by 
several of the rosettes of the black and 
white braid. 
There is no standing 


collar or band, as the newest style in 
these'ilonte Carlo coats is to have the 
neck left open. There is no lining, 
first, because none is put into these 
coats, and, second, because the mate- 
rial is so rich it will not bear lining. 


The coat in the illustration is made 


of the pearl gray mohair which is so 
fashionable 
this season. Traveling 


dresses, house gowns and elegant tailor 
suits as well as ordinary street gowns 
are made of it. In black the mohair 
is refined, and in colors it is pretty and 
durable. 
This coat is trimmed-richly 


with machine made lace in heavy in- 
crustations and with a frill to the stole 
band as a collar. When this shape is 
intended for'evening wear it may be 
lined with silk in very light weight in 
pink, blue or some other tint. Sulphur 
yellow is a pretty shade and is particu- 
larly effective with black. 


In shirt waists there is much tatting 


set in among the tucks. It has n light- 
ness all its own and is very dainty and 
pretty. 
In white linen lawn waists 


shown by a swell Fifth avenue house 
hand wrought embroidery, generally 
in straggling vines with foliage made 
quite heavy and in high relief, is set 
in between clusters of very fine tucks. 
There is not enough of this to look 
heavy, only three or at most five 
leaves and perhaps a few tendrils.

There are never more 
than two lines of this, reaching to t!ie 
bottom of the waist, one on each side 
of the center fold. This fold is but- 
toned closely with tiny pearl buttons. 
Tho sleeves are made ample at the' 
bottom, but are in bishop shape. The 
stylishness of these expensive waists 
lies in the quality of linen lawn and 
the delicacy of treatment. Some are 
made with insets of real Valenciennes 
and a few with cluny, but the hand 
wrought embroidery is liked best. All 
have the comfort piece at the bottom 
as a means of fastening the belt. 


Speaking of belts reminds me of the 


fact that many of our best dressers are 
having their skirts open at the left side, 
allowing them to sew the belt of the 
waist and skirt together strongly, for 
no device has yet been found that 
would surely hold them firmly togeth- 
er. Kven safety pins are found lack- 
ing often just at the most critical mo- 
ment.

the schooner America brought here ex- 
tend over a longer period than even his 
own. 


AVbat the Herresboffs are to yacht- 


ing in this country George Watson and 
William Fife, Jr., stand for in Great 
Britain. Their brains, backed by the 
money of patriotic yachtsmen, have 
engineered every attempt .made upon 
the trophy since the Thistle wrestled 
vainly for it 


The trio, Sir Thomas Lipton, Wriuge 


and Fife, are associated for tLe first 
time in one combination, and the Eng- 
lish enthusiast is justly entitled to 
the hopes be entertains. Duiiraven and 
Watson, Sir Thomas and Watson and 
Sir Thomas and Fife have in that or- 
der "come very near it," and the new 
association represents the pluck and 
science of English yachting as they 
Lave never before been amalgamated. 
During the trial spins of the challenger 
off Sandy Hook the designers of the 
craft will watch every move and will 
send her to the starting line in the 
first of the races attuned to the test in 
every bight of her canvas and every 
strand of her gear. 


"Fife of Fairlie" has been a byword 


of significance in British yacht and 
ship building for a hundred years. 
The firm of-Fife has existed and flour- 
ished during that period. It was left 
to William Fife, Jr., however, to make 
the name an international 7one. Fife's 
small boats had been remarkably suc- 
cessful during many years before he 
made his first venture with a vessel of 
the cup hunting type. 
His was the 


first Shamrock, and in her he shovscd 
the first radical departure from the 
strictly English model that had been 
defeated so man}' times that its futil- 
ity was clearly proved, on this side of 
the water at least. 


In adopting the feature of the mode! 


that made the American yacht so dis- 
tinct in contrast with the challengers 
Fife incurred adverse criticism, but the 
races justified him, and he blazed the 
way that has since been followed to a 
point where, it is believed, the chal- 
lenger will show as little difference 
from the defender that, to a layman, 
they might bave come from the san>c 
board. 


Fife would not attempt a secern! 


Shamrock, ami the order was giver 
to Watson, who proceeded along t'.ie 
same Hues. 
Both designers were 


urged to collaborate on the third of Sir 
Thomas' challengers, and tho result 
will be proved off Sandy Hook in 
August. 


In selecting Captain Bob Wrlnge 


to handle the product of the best two 
designers that Great Britain boasts Sis1 
Thomas is backed by both architect1? 
and the yachting authorities of hi.; 
country in the opinion that he has a 
skipper who can get all out of tlie 
craft she has in her. Captain Wrlnge 
is no stranger to the Sandy Hook 
course or to attempts upon the cup. 


The New York Yacht club was

The first 
race between the two countries was 
decided in 1849 between the Breuda 
of the New York Yacht club and the 
Pearl, tho famous cutter belonging to 
the Marquis of Anglesey. The latter 
vessel, whicli was built at Wyvenhoe, 
in Essex, in 1S20, was the fastest boat 
sailing in English waters, but she was 
badly beaten by the American boat. 


The report recently gained circula- 


tion that the yacht America, first win- 
ner of t the international yachting cup, 
is to be sold and broken up for souve- 
nirs. Congressman Ames of Lowell. 
Mass., owner of the yacht, has denied 
that there was any truth in the re- 
ports. He said: 


"The America has not been sold and 


will not be sold. I have seen the sto- 
ries published and cannot imagine 
where they originated, especially the 
one which says that the yacht will be 
broken up and pieces of her distributed 
as souvenirs. We have not tlie slight- 
est intention of doing anything of the 
kind. The yacht will not bo placed in 
commission, ai'd for "the present she. 
will remain where she is, tied up be- 
tween the Chelsea bridges, near Bos- 
ton."

One of the most noticeable features 


of the 1002 season was the prominence 
Of the youngsters, and the veterans 
are debating whether or not the mo- 
notonous chain of successes of the for- 
mer will bave a beneficial effect upon 
the game. 


There's no denying that it's the^older 


golfers who keep the clubs alive, and 
•without clubs there would be little of 
the royai sport seen in this country. 
Many of tiie "old chaps'' can drive and 
put well enough to keep their interest 
in the game as keen as ever, but when 
steadily beaten in club events by the 
lads in knickerbockers their enthusi- 
asm begins to wane. In fact, some 
have gone so far as to declare ihat 
this is slowly but surely killing the 
competitive spirit among the men who 
are responsible for the being, develop- 
ment and perpetuation of golf in this 
country. 


But to all who have made a careful 


study of the subject it must be ad- 
mitted that the game of the future 
is in the hands of the boys. 
Then, 


again, the knack which the youngsters 
have of attaining proficiency in a com- 
paratively short space of time comes 
as a decided jar to the "vets," who 
cannot forget the fact that a few years 
ago the names of Macdonald and 
Whigham were unknown to these 
striplings. 


To use the expression, the old timer 


thinks he has forgotten more about the 
game than the average 
youngster 


knows, and consequently is becoming 
more and more dissatisfied with com- 
ing in contact with the juniors. 


This has led to the suggestion that

1,000 in all. are opposing the armies 
of the Mexican republic in the vain 
hope of saving their race from ex- 
termination; for it is a war of exter- 
mination. The Yaiiui valley, one of the 
richest sections of, the whole republic, 
is coveted by those wlio have under 
their hands all the means known to sci- 
ence for developing its resources to the 
full, and its semicivilized incumbents 
aro not to be allowed for sentimental 
or other reasons to play the dog in the 
manger. They must get off the track 
of the car of progress. 


From 1882 to 1SOO a long, hard war 


was waged between the Yaquis anrt 
the soldiers of Diaz, ending with the 
Indians still in control of their ances- 
tral lands. Their loss was frightful, 
but their spirit was unbroken. And tlie 
fight was not so one sided as had been 
their battles with the Spaniards 400 
years before. They had learned the 
use of the modern rifle, and with smug 
glefi and captured arms and ammuni- 
tion had cut down 30,000 Mexicans be- 
fore the trace came. 


After tbis war the Yaq»is returned 


to peaceful cultivation of the soil. 
Thay are primarily a peaceful people, 
but resent encroachment upon their 
rights. The gold and silver of their 
mines continued 1o tempt the pro»pe<*i- 
or, and the prospector met with the 
usual fate. Then the troops of the gov- 
ernment came to "restore order,'' and 
tlie Indians ro*e in force. In 1NOS thf 
present conflict began and has contin- 
ued intermittently to the present time. 


The Yaquis are supposed to belong to 


the family of the Apaches, but are 
greatly tho supeVior of the latter iu 
lorsonal bravery, while possessing'all 
their strategic qualities. Their braves 
compose the finest body of light infan- 
try ia the world and are able to travel 
farther and faster than the Mexicans 
on horseback. They are also able to 
undergo privation better than their op- 
ponents. With a small lea thorn fan- 
teen 11 nd a loaf of pinole, a luvad of 
corn nienl mixed with sugar and spires, 
and his rifle the Yaqui is equipped for 
the field with three days' rations. His 
•spies arc everywhere. 


Many stories are told of Yaqui atroc- 


ities, but these are not woll authenti- 
cated. 
If they kill prisoners they are 


placed :igaiii--t a wall and given n 
quick and merciful death. 


The Yaquis arc not nomads, like the. 


Apaches. They have their flocks, herds, 
ranches, mills and mines and n simple 
civilization of their own, which they 
have maintained through 
all their 


wars. 
In times of peace tbcy seek 


employment in the mines und mills of 
their oppressors and have, been re- 
garded as excellent workmen, but the 
money they earn there- generally goes 
for the purchase of munitions of war, 
and at tlie call of their commander In 
chief, as the Scottish highbinders wero 
gathered when the flaming brand was 
carried through their fastnesses, they 
flock to the rendezvous to prepare for 
battle.' The
